Publications emanating from the new s p*per 
and periodical pre** having a tendencv to pro- 
mote dumeatic ineurrec lions in any of i he States, 
and circulated with that ii;leni, are in tbe judg- 
ment of tbe Committe- m'jhlv criminal, and 
should be so treated bv tbe bv< of the aaveral 
States. Tha right of ire* discuviou. while it is 
regarded as alwolutoly necessary to the mainten- 
ance of free government, m,v be expected in 
times of great excitement to run into occasional 

with the State tiorerrmesits, and the Committee 
•a not doubt that the desired correct k-u will be 
promptly applied in all r*-*-s where tbe evil shall 
bare assumed a fonuidi! le aspect; while the just 
and rational freedom of speech and of the press 
will be carefully preserved.

With whatever intent or design such laws msv 
have been enacted in anv State, thev cannot i* 
r-gardod a* having had any effect in'preventing 
or obstructing the recap'ur* of fugitive* from 
labor. The law* of the l iuted States, for the 
recovery of fuei ive slaves, are executed exclu- 
sively by tbe T'nited State* Courts, and commis- 
sioner* appntated br them. As a consequence, it 
fellows that any State law which offer* aov ob- 
etaele to tbe full and perfect execution of tbe 
laws »f tbe Cnited Sta'e*. would be voiJ and of 
no effect whatever, and would be so declared be 
the United States Court* and Commissioners. 
Such laws, if any there tie. are therefore incom- 
petent to do any mischief whatever to any one 
concerned in the recapture of a fugitive slave, and, 
at most, can lie considered only as an opposi - ion to 
a law which tome of the States regard aa con- 
pr.i\ iaioua dangerous to tbe rights of free 
residing within their limits. W'il-t, 
the Committee have not lieen able to 
that t tie State laws complained of c iu 
really affect tbe rights or interests of tbe South- 
ern people or States, yet from an anxious desire 
to conciliate tbe f-wling* as well as to protect the 
interests of our fellow citixen* of the South, tb* 
Committee have respectfully rrquea'ed all tw:i- 
*l»T*Mdinc Slates carefully to revise their leg- 
islative acta and :epe*l all laws which come In 
conflict with the Constitution .f the United 
States, or with tbe laws enacted l v Congress for 
tbe recapture of fugitives fr en launr. and have 
■.omitted a reeolation to that effect for the 
ad.*tion of the Hon**. 

We have seen with satisfaction ths.t the Gov- 
ernor! of several Sta'e*, wit bin tb* Ut: week, 
have brought the eu'ject to tbe not ice of 1 heir 
respective Legisl.i'ures nnd recommended action 
in accordance with the views of tbe Committee. 
We entertain no doubt that the feeling* aa well 
as the interests of all thennu-slaveholding StaVs 
will continue to effect the great ohjec: so much to 
be desired— tbe reatoratu n of mu'ual reelect and 
confidence Iwtween all pins of tbe I'nioo, The 
Committee deemed it incumbent on them in c m- 
I nectien with the foregoing eubject to revise to 
some extent tb* laws now in foire for tbe recovery 
of fug fives from latmr. After the mwt careful 
investigation tbey have framed au amendment to 
tha existing law:, which it it believed will much 
improve tbem 

the law of lejc) was snppoacd to contain a pro- 
vision which poeiiivsly r, quired any citizen woo 
might l>e called on for that purpose, to aid the 
owner of a furtive or his agent, or the Marshsl 
of the l otted Statue, in tearching for and csp ur- 
ing such fugitive, whether fertiUe reti-lanc* was 
arprehended or not. This idea, whether wel! or 
ill-founded, has. to a very great extent. Iircome 
the popular belief in many of tbe Mate., and in 
the opinion of tbe Coiiimit'ee ha* lu.d tb* effect 
to render tbe law distasteful and effenaive. It is 
r-bvious that such belief would operat* to cripple 
the eftkienry of tbe law, aLtl la some extern 
prevent Its prompt and peaceful execution where 
that belief prevailed. It is retanuitde to luppnae 
that this odjoua provUion, believed to be a |<art 
of tbe law, has given ri-e to ai'ich of that oppo- 
aitkm to it ao much ctimplained of by ihe South. 

The second section of lb* bi<: present*! by tbe

The great mistake which is now 
urging on tbe puUir mind to the wildeat exceatee, 
consists in c >nf..urdinit that cla-s of men known 
aa »»iolitioeiist*»wiili th* great ma» of the Re- 
publican party of tbe North and We*t. 

Similar to this »nd groaing out of it, is a belief 
which stems to hsre obtained credence very gen- 
erally in the South, that tbe people of the uon- 
alavebolding States, having tjec-oded in dec. ing 
a President, entertain a secret design to accuniu 
late political piwer in loth oranche* o r t'ongretw, 
until <!, rough Congressional ac kat it aill aaaaah 
slaverv in tbe States where it miv then exist. 
Hew this purpose would tie srmmpli«lied we sre 
not informed. 'Ibis prediction baa lieen poured 
Into th* ears of excited multitudes from tbe 
mouths of popular orator«, and placed before their 
ere* in the page* of partisan presees, until in tbe 
Southern mind it seems at have aesumel the f rm 
of a plausible fact. The party charged with Ihi.. 
purpose, when it met in Conveiitin-i at Chicago 
n'«nin*te it* candidates, declared its d'ctrii.eon 
this point in the following words: 

"fhst tbe maintenanr- inviolite of the rights 
of the State*, and espei Ully of the rlgto of eat I 
Stale to order and eon i\.l i.a domes' ic institutioi 1 
according to iia own judgnent exclusivrlv, 1 
essential to that balance of power on which the 
perfecii >n and endurance of our p-di'iral fabric 
depend*, and we denounce the 1 iwles-i hjaaahaj 
by armed forc» of the „„, <r f Bn y si'ale or Torii- 
tnry, no matter 11 d r what pretext, as arm ng 
the" grave*! of crime*." 

Not « i:bs'*ntling the p r rp<*ter>ats character 
this idea, the Committee have deemed tie lielief 
In it, in some portions of tbe South, sufficient! 
important to demand a notice at this lime. 

That nothing BaaBMaabsajM be left una* tempt- 
ed by the Committee in order to eff ice thr«e fi.lse 
impression*, they have prepared and submit an 
amen mei.t at the t . r.s'itulion. whereby ar.v 
power to interfere wi'h si very '1:1 the State*, U 
fnrrver denied to CVmgrsw. uitiil every State la 
the Union, by iu individual action, shall consent 
to ita exercise. 'I hey enterlnin * confident tieliel 
that this amendment will lie sppmved by thi 
number of State* required by the Constitution ti 
secure its ad 'ption. If this shall not secure si* 
vary ia the State* agulnst th* probability of in 
terterence bv tbe Federal power, w* are wbollt 
inrapebl* of conceiving any form of Cous'i'utitHi 
al guarantee which will satisfy those who de 
maiid further security for their rights. 

Ihe ( ommittee are will a* are 1 hat the fre 
quent aci'ation cf ►l ivery in piditical ccntrstshss 
given lis*, in the mind, of msnv, to fsarful fore- 
htsiings of disunion. It hat utidoubtedlv 1 or.tnl 
uted much to the present alienation of feelin 
between the Northern and Western, and Souther 
and Snetbwettern States. Investigations intothe 
rightfulness or policy of what is properly called 
forced laltor. when conduct. d bv thoughtful and 
discreet minds in rslm tern per -^-guided br the 
laws of Bound, moral, and political pbilienphv 
could scarcely be »tl*ndcd with clanger to 'he 
peace nf tocietr. aad might be productive of much 

gfts td. 

It is equally true that discussion 'oucbing th 
Constitutions! powers of th» ledersl Gu 1 1 re a M I 
and the p-iwer <-f States over th* Mitqect of slavs 
ry, wben properly i-mduetetl, would have th 
effect to elicit tru'h rather than to enl tnger pill 
lie tranqaillity. But when thi* *uH»ct is lee.-igl 
into the arena of partv politics, our exper'w 
has shown that it too" froqnrn'ly fails to atlai 
the desired end without disturbing tn a dsngerr 
extent the harmony and good will t>elwern tbe 
sections nf tbe Itepuhlic. 

The truth of t his remsrk will le fnllv shown 
he a brief reference to our hieiorv.

The public mind, 
however, became calm, and tielding to the sug- 
gestions of true patriotism, harmony wa* restored 
and public prosperity advanced wi'h i's usual 
rapid steps. 



this period and that of 1821, the public mind wa* 
not agitated, nor the public peace at all endan- 
gered, by discussion or by Felcral legislation 
toaching'tbe suliect of Slaverv. 

The late war with Mexico resulted in the ac- 
quisition of Territory. From the moment of this 
acquisition, the question of the occupation of the 
Territory ceded bv the treaty of peace with slare 
or free labor, again called into action all tha con- 
flicting opinions and ideat which have been, and 
perhaps alwavs will lie, hrl.l m the subject of 
alarery, until all m«n shall le agr e ed as to the 
moral and economical principles on which it rest*. 
This struggle was attended with all the angry 
dis tn,j,, n s which had 9" signally marked the two 
previous contests. Then, as now, disunion was 
threaten!-'!; public bodies resolved on secession, 
and fur two vcars scarcely any other question of 
interest was known or disenssid in Congress. At 
lcr.g'h. m September. 1R.S0 Congrest acted final- 
ly on the subject, and a peaceful, though, in tome 
quarter , sullen acquiescence followed. 

The lon ers, b.. sever, of all parties at that 
time vowed titlelity to that compromise, and the 
public mind had reason to hope that our dominion 
having reached tlie Pacific 1 s. in. future acquisi- 
tion of territory would no! be desired, and by 
consequence this disturbing question could not 
ag.in nrise. In ls'il. however, bv the repeal of 
the It* of Mat, known as th* Missouri Compro- 

tenitorv where hv that venerable law 'it had 
been prohibited, this . disturbing question was 
again opened, tint of the grave in which it had 
been buried in l».'.n this fearful spirit of discord 
anise. The present deplorable condition of tbe 
country bears witnet-s to the mischief it has 
We ught We see strong and inwerful parlies 
maintaining optiosite opinions on this very ques- 
tion. 

These hostile opinions are strongly adhered to 
on each side, leaving little or no hope of agree 
ment without a surrender of convictions honestly 
entertained. An adjustment founded upon legal 
principle* in which all eill agree seems quite 
impossitl*. The expediency of withdrawing the 
subject matter of controversy from the conflict of 
opinion, and bv another mods of settlement giv- 
ing to the South and tbe North all that each, 
under existing circumstances, could expect, or 
should desire to obtain, seemed to the Committee 
the beat if not the only mode of peaceful adjust- 
ment left to us. 

The Committee we-e impresari with the belief 
growing out of admonitions furnished by cur past 
history, that in a Republic constituted as ours is, 
in all case* when parties are obstinately divided 
in opinion upon subjects which touch tb* interests 
or wake up the passions of disaffected sections, it 
is the deer dictate of wisd >m to withdraw the 
suMect ii. every case possible from the strife of 
parties, and to keep the Federal government a* 
far removed from any connection with it as duty 
tn the Constitution will permit. The Committee 
deem the present controversy iurolvinir the right 
to carry Slavery into Territory not yet formed 
into S'at* governments one peculiarly fitted for 
the application of the principle ju<t announced. 

It u contended on the one hand, that in all 
tbe territory now in possession of the United 
States, not embraced within the limitt of anv 
Slate, and laying south of tbe parallel of .16 'M> 
north latitude. Slavery shall bo recognized and 
protected bv law. 

The territory thus defined enrnpeeriend* th* 
now organized' Territory of New Mexico, includ- 
ing Aiii'na, which last, by law of Congress, hat 
been attached to and made part of New Mexico. 
This Territory was o gtnized in I8.1O. Bv its 
organic Uw, ihe Territorial legislature was au- 
thoriztd to enact lawa and report them to Con- 
gress. It w»« provided in the same act if Con- 
gress should disapprove the laws thus made, they 
ehotild be null and void. 

In the year 1**0. the Territorial LagUlature of 
Sew Mexico established Slavery in that Territo- 
ry. This law was disapproved at the last session 
by a vote of tbe House, but th» Senate hav.s not 
vet ac'ed on the bill, ami to the Uw of tbe 
Territory, no. having been annu'led by trot b 
Houses of Congrrss, remains in full fjree, and 
•l iverv now exists bv l»w in .Vew Mexico. 

It le' further provide by tb* act of 1*60, that 
New Mexico, shin she U admitted into the 
Union, shall tie admitted with cr without slavery, 
as bar Constitution may ordain. The Commi't- 
tee now propose to admit New Mexico into the 
Union aa a State, on 1111 equtl footiug with the 
origins! S ate*. 

IK 1 his c ur**, tbe faith of the nation, pledged 
in the act of I1.V1. will I* preserved, ami the ter- 
ritory lying south of will lie disposed of, 
and the subj-ct matter of cititroversy removed 
from the jn balietion of the Federal (iovernment. 
Thu* all claimed by the S.u'h will le obtained, 
while the Northern portion if our remaining ter- 
ritory will ba su'j-ct tn such law ss tbe Consti- 
tution and Congress may furni-h for its govern- 
ment. By this adjustment of the present terri- 
tory of the Union, including the territory of all 
the State*, it will be fond that the area' of the 
free States and Territories including all north of 
tbe line of 3«:30, contain* 1 . OslH. 77!» square miles, 
and a p pula'ion of 19.lKlo.739. making a popula- 
tkm of about 11 6-10 to the square mile. 

The arte of the slareholding States, including 
New Mexico, ii 1.094 VM square miles, with a Fed- 
eral population of abont 9 .-lOtothe square mile. 
By this ftrrangetnen', of all the territory now pos- 
-•- id bv the United States when New Mexico is 
admitted if admitted as a slave State, that pos- 
seseed by tbe tlavebolding Stare* will lie greater 
in proportion to Federal population than that oc- 
cupied by the r.oD-eltiveboldii'g States and Terri- 
toi ie*.

ed in both branches ( .f C ngr»«a. The present 
pu'.ati m of New Mexico, includirg Arizona, is 
tiatated at 100,000. It may also he o' jetted 
hat the present rcources of the Territory are not 
cquil to the support of a St ite Government. If 
his objection bat any foundation ia fact, it may 
ily ie removed by lileral donations, such as 
Congress has heretofore rften made to new Slates 
on thei- coming into the Union. 

The Commiitee con«i ler these anil other oltjec-

Yes, we can require a great deal better se- 
curity than thi" It may be the interest of 
Louisiana, if secedes, to make the Mis- 
sissippi a free river to all practical intent* and 
purposes, bnt States do not always act accord, 
ing to their own interest*. Most certainly it 
is greatly for the interest* of Louisiana not to 
secede at all. It is for the interests of all the 
Cotton States to behave themselves 

If Louisiana were to secede and feel herself 
the owner of the mouths of the Mississippi, 
she would undoubtedly threaten to close them 
at once against the commerce of any State 
that might tc so unfortunate as to offend her. 
She would use the threat of exclasion to com. 
jiel all States to bend in everything to her will. 
Whenever she should get angry enough, un- 
questionably she would undertake to execute 
her threat. And, even if she shouldn't get 
angry, we have no doubt, that, upon the pre- 
text of paying herself for the expense of keep- 
ing the mouths of the Mississippi free from 
obstruction, she would assume and endeavor 
to exert authority to levy whatever tax she 
pleased upan the whole commerce of the rivor. 
And probably Mississippi would plant batteries 
at Natchez and Vicksburg, and Arkansas at 
Napoleon and Helena, to tax or cnt off the 
commerce of offending and perhaps unoffend- 
ing State*. 

In the event of the dissolution of the Union, 
questions growing ont of the navigation of the 
Mississippi would be as certain to produce war 
as the contact of fire and gunpowder i* to 
create an explosion. 

tST We have before us the Constitution of 
the State of Mississippi. It prescribes that no 
person shall be Senator unlets Iu if a citizen of' 
the L'hited Stale*; no person ehall be a ltepre- 
sentattive unlets he be I citizen 0/ tht United 
States; no person can be Governor unless hi Ut 
a citizen 0/ the I'uited States; and no person 
can be a vote* unless he be a citizen of tht L'ni- 
tmi States. Now, if the act of Secession has 
rca//v taken Mississippi out of the Union, her 
Governor, her members of the Legislature, 
her inhnbitants, are all divested of their citi- 
zenship; they are consequently incompetent to 
art, and what they do must be "null and void, 
and no law. 

As the Constitution of Alabama is almost 
precisely the same as that of Mississippi, the 
observations here made will apply with iqual 
force to the present condition of that State. 

(^Repudiation and bad faith seem to ac- 
quire accelerated speed in South Carolina 
every day. The repndialors first repudiated 
the Constitution, then they repudiated ihcir 
debts to the non-slaveholding States, then they 
repudiated in behalf of their banks tho obliga- 
tions of specie payments, andnow they are re- 
pudiating their does to one ano'.htr. The 
Savings Bank of Charleston has suspended the 
payment of dejiosits, holding out no encourage- 
ment to the thousands of poor men and women 
and orphans, whose little all was invested in 
that institution for safe keeping, that a dollar 
will ever be refunded. 

Deposits in savings banks are usnally re- 
garded as sacred. There are thousands of 
swindlers and robbers who would scorn to seize 
or misappropriate them. But Se.-ession leads 
to crime* from which ordinary criminals 
would shrink. 

tSirWe have a word of advice to you. South 
Carolina, Florida, Alabama, and Mississippi. 
Pay your import duties to the Federal Govern- 
ment, have your mails carried fjr you by the 
Government aa in times past, permit the pro- 
erjsc* of the Courts to bo execute! as usual, 
and consider yourselves out of the Union just 
as much at you please.

We are not afraid to trust 
the mature and w-U considered actios of the 
people of Kentucky on this or any other suh- 
ject. The Constitution ha* taken care that 
the action of the people in regard to the funda- 
mental law shall be mature and well consider- 
ed. The people can lose nothing, they will 
gain everything by a faithful adherence to the 
great charter of thdr rights and liberties.

Can't Kentucky and Vir- 
g nia art together themselrc* and draw into 
the rest of the Border 
States? We think they can. We certainly 
perceive no serious obstacle to it. 

Kentucky has invited a National Conven- 
tion for proposing amendments to the Conrti- 
tutioo; Virginia has suggested what is sub- 
stantially a Convention of the Border Sutes 
for tbe purpose of maturing amendments suit- 
able to be proposed, which, in effect, 
fa, we may venture to presume, the very 
move that Kentucky herself contemplated in 
addition to the application for a National Con- 
vention. It is true, Virginia looks to the pro- 
posing of amendments by Congress, which is 
one of the two modes appointed by the Cofisti- 
tution, whereas Kentucky, assuming that Con- 
gress will not or may not concur in proposing 
amendments, looks to the proposing of them 
by a National Convention, which it the other 
mode under the Constitution, and the only- 
other, biitthudifferenc-enet-essarily involves no 
conflict whatever between the two pro]io*al«. 
( >n the contrary, the Virginia proposal is the 
complement of the Kentucky propoial, the two 
together constituting one comprehensive and 
complete scheme of pacification, sweeping the 
whole circle of appeal, and exhausting consti- 
tutional remedies. The two proposals are not 
only ementiaily consistent but each is necessary 
to the prtfoction of the other. Neither singly 
exhauau the remedies under the Constitution; 
both together do. There is, accordingly, no 
reason to believe that Virginia will not accept 
the proposal of Kentucky, ana we see no good 
reason why Kentucky should not accept the 
proposal of Virginia. The suggestion at all 
event* fa worthy of the consideration of the 
Legislature at Frankfort. 

W bat we here designate as t he propTeal of Vir- 
ginia is of course simply tbe "invitation" she 
extends "to all such States, w hcther slavehold- 
ing or non-slavcholding, as are willing to 
unite" with her "in an earnest effort to adjust 
the preaent unhappy controversies - ', to "ap- 
point Commissioners, to meet on tbe 4th 
day of February next, in the city of Wash- 
ington, similar Commissioners appointed" 
by herself, to "consider, and, if practicable, 
agree upon some suitable adjustment." This, 
as we understand it, is, in substance, what the 
Legislature of Kentucky designed itself to pro- 
peie, under the recommendation of the Gov- 
ernor touching a Border Convention. If so, 
the sanction of Virginia but clothes the propo- 
sition with fresh claims to our Adoption. At 
anr rate the proposition is eminently worthy of 
the contidiration of the Legislature. 

If, however, Kentucky should nccept the in 
vitation of Virginia to meet her and other 
.-onscnting Sute* through Commissioners at 
Washington, it ought to be understood dis- 
tinctly beforehand that the refusal of Congress 
to concur in # proposing the amendments that 
may be devised hy the body of Commissioners 
shall not be deemed final, but, if given, shall 
be appealed from to the people assembled in 
National Convention. Without this under- 
standing, the whole thing might operate as a 
mere snare of Secession, lor we long since 
withdrew tbe little trust we reposed in Con- 
grem. Congress will probably do nothing: 
and, consequently, it fa a matter of patriotic 
d scretion to expect nothing from Congress. 
Assuredly, in view of all that wc have wit- 
.1 tiring the last two months, it would be 
and desperate folly to con- 
to Congress, however imposing, 
as the final recourse of the slarcholding States. 
In that rase, we fear we might as well all get 
ready at once for the inevitable leap from the 
Constitution and the Union. 

Let no friend of the Union fix his hopes or 
teach o:her* to fix theirs on Congress. The 
foundation is a sandy one. It won't do to 
build upon. Unquestionably the Secessionists 
would like to have the friends of the Union 
build their hopes exclusively upon this delusive 
foundation, so, that, when it shall fail openly 
and utterly, as it not improbably will, the 
shriek of "ALL IS LOST!" may be raise.)

But, if the people shall be appealed to fairly, 
the time will never come. ( )f this we do not 
entertain a doubt or the shadow of one. 

Therefore, let us with the most vigilant care 
sec to tt that the people shall be appealed to 
fairly. Having applied to Congress to call a 
National Convention for proposing amend- 
ments to the Constitution, and invited our sis- 
ter Sutes to unite with us in the application, 
«y,-e cannot at the same time, without the most 
amaring and disgraceful inconsistency, con- 
sider as final the refusal uf Congress itsvli to 
propose amendments. This refusal actual and 
probable lies at the bottom of the application 
for a National Convention. To look upon tbe 
refusal, therefore, as overruling the fitness and 
utility of a National Convention would be to 
declare in the same breath that the induce- 
ment for holding the Convention is a suf- 
ficient inducement fir setting the Conven- 
tion aside. It would be to cancel the Con- 
vention with its own motive. It would I* 
the growe w t and most astounding contradic- 
tion; such a contradiction as we are sure the 
LegisTat%re at Frankfort is wholly incapable 
of committing. And yet if the invitation of 
Virginht shall I*- accepted the point will re- 
quire to be gnstrded.
